Please see the copy attached, 
where I have lined through text tliat was inadvertently retained from a previous 
version of our response. I apologize for these errors. 

Please do not be alarmed by the number of new claims. As you will see, we still wish 
to claim a fusion protein, but have limited the claims to proteins containing either an 
antigen of the influenza virus or an HPV antigen. Tlie claims that were pending have 
been limited to cover the former, and a similar set of claims has necessarily been 
added to cover the latter.
